NOTES (v.3): 


1. This Order of Battle encompasses the peacetime Canadian Army, i.e. the Militia, as of 1 August 1914. 
The small Permanent Force constituted the active professional soldiers and training cadre. The bulk of 
the Army was the Non-Permanent Active Militia of part-time civilian soldiers. On the outbreak of war, 
a separate organization, the Canadian Expeditionary Force (CEF), was formed to provide formations for 
overseas deployment. The Militia, although relegated to home defense, provided many soldiers to the 
CEF battalions. 


‘1 50" Regt. subtitle “Gordon Highlanders of Canada” was unofficial at this time 
Authorized 1 May 1914 as expansion from independent company formed 1910; redesignated 2 November 1914 as 
68" Regt. Earl Grey’s Own Rifles 


2. The main source for this document is the British official Quarterly Army List for Oct-Dec 1914, noted 
as “corrected for Canada to 30 September 1914”. Included are combat (infantry/cavalry/artillery) and 
combat support (engineer/signal) units only. Each regiment normally had subordinate squadrons or 
companies dispersed in a number of towns as shown in the Army List. This OB depicts only the location 
of the regimental HQ. 


3. Cavalry regiments have 4 squadrons (A, B, C, D) unless noted here: the 1° 8" 11" 18" 19" 24" 27" 
28" 32 34" & 35" have 3 squadrons; the 36" has 2 squadrons. 


4, Infantry battalions have 8 companies (“A” through “H”) except as noted here: the 102" has 7 
companies; the 41" & 84" have 4 companies. 


5. According to the Army List the 14" and 22 Infantry Brigades which were based in the 2™ Division 
Area (Ontario) were assigned to the 5" and 4" Divisions respectively (both Province de Québec). As 
normally divisions had three brigades, these units would be supernumerary to 4" and 5" divisions. The 
76" and 78" Regiments, which were both home based in the 6" Division Area (Nova Scotia) are assigned 
to the 12" Infantry Brigade (Montreal) by the Army List. In addition, the 34"" Regiment from the 2™ 
Division Area (Ontario) is assigned to the 10" Infantry Brigade (Sherbrooke, P.Q.). Similarly, the 28" 
New Brunswick Dragoons (6"" Division Area) are listed as part of the 3 Mounted Brigade of Québec. In 
any event, all these units would have to be attached to a home area superior headquarters for purposes of 
routine training. It would seem that these subordinations were made simply to fill in deficiencies in the 
number of Québec-based units, but some archival hunting would be needed to confirm this.
